Subject: Replacement of KL7AA/UHF Controller. 


Over the weekend of March 4,5,6th, 1989, the local power company once 
again managed to glitch the "dit dit controller" which has been installed 
on the KL7AA-UHF repeater located at 2800 E. Dowling road, I visited the 
site Monday, added a backup battery for the controller, and spent nearly 
two hours beating the smoke and electrons back into the cabinet. This 
controller has caused our technical support group untold amounts of grief, 
extra work, at all hours of the day and niaht. We started with this 
controller installed on the 146.94 machine, high on the mountain. as some 
of you may remember in a blowing snow storm one winter night. the 
controller developed a fatal error in it*s microprocessor, locked up and 
keyed the 94 repeater for nearly an hour. We then bought the RC-850 
controller now in use on the 94 machine, which for discussions has had 
exactly one non-fatal failure since being installed. 


Now it is time to replace the "dit dit controller" once and for all, 
retiring this piece of junk to some qarbage pile where we won’t be charged 
with littering. I therefore recommend that we replace the Micro Control 
Specilities Mark 3 controller with a Advanced Computer Control RC-96 
controller. This controller is the "little brother" to the RC-850 that 
has so sucessfully been controlling 146.94. 


Among other things that the proposed RC-96 will allow: 


a. Autodial and Autopatch codes using the same access as the 146.94 
repeater. This will ease the user confusion between the two 
repeaters, a critical item during times of Emergency. 


b. Remotely configurable via telephone, or radio. Easing the control 
operators load. 


c. All Autodial,Autopatch, and access information stored in EEprom, 
which means that power failures, and power qlitch’s won’*t affect 
the controller. 


d. Touch Tone (r) muting which makes monitoring the repeater much 
easier for all users. 


e. CTCSS decoding, remotely controllable, so when the intermod becomes 
so severe that normal operation is limited, we can remotely switch 
to CTCSS decode, and block the intermod from timing out the 
repeater. 


#. Local DTMF pad, display, and tech controls available at the front 
and back panel making setup by the tech committee easier. 


Bottom line for this upgrade is $1715.00, this amount is less than has 
been set aside for this impending replacment. I would like to request 
permission to order one each RC-96 Repeater Controller, and a check for 
the amount of $1715.00 to Advanced Computer Controls.

Reaction mixed to UPS ideas on how to govern 220NHZ band.

WASHINGTON- One company’s ideo on how to govern the new 220-222 mhz private 
land mobile narrowband allocation has drown only lukewarm industry support. 

The pockoge of service rules proposed bu United Porcel Service of America 
Inc. for the new spectrum emphasizes nationwide assignments, data delivery 
and tight technical guidelines. 

Overall, forestry, railroad and trucking radio services advocates, as well 
a major narrowband manufacture said they are eager to move ahead, but must 
first work out differences over the channel allotment structure and technical 
standards crafted by UPS. Most parties backed UPS’s SKHz chonneling plan. 

The American Rodio Reloy League Inc., representing the amateur radio 
industry, asserted it is premature to establish 220-22enNhz service rules in 
view of the 55@ pending petitions Cmostly From individual omateurs) for 
reconsideration of the narrowband ruling. The ARRL also pointed out the 
coordination required between goverment and non-goverment eligibles as well 
as setting standards for the necessary equipment as factors that moy require 
more consideration. 

In the FCC decision last summer, omateurs were given exclusive access to 
the 2@22-2e2SMHz band after previously sharing use of the 2@20@-2@2SMHz block 
CRCR,Aug.2S,1989,pl1). 

Forest Industries Telecommunications said the UPS scheme to set aside four 
blocks of 10 contigous channels for nationwide data operations and two sets 
of 1@ channels ona local basis "would be highly undesirable” since it would 
preclude forest radio users and others with acute spectrum needs. Frequencies 
~-e@ needed most by forest radio in the Pocific Northwest, the Southeost and 

ortheast regions of the country, according to FIT. 

A more traditional approach to structuring the 220-222NHz band is advocated 
by FIT, including shored use and Five year license terms. UPS proposes 
1@-yeor permits for nationwide channel assignments. Nationwide spectrum 
allocations would preclude spectrum reuse throughout the United States, FID 
soid. 

The government, which has co-primary rights to the 220-222MNHz band, must be 
accommodated as well, FIT added. 

The Association of American Roilroads offered an alternative proposal to 
divide the new spectrum among business, industrial, public-safety and land 
transportation rodio pools. ARR said specialized mobile radio should not be 
included since the service wos “well provided for in the 8@@-and S@@NHz bands” 

The American Trucking Association offered strong support for the UPS plan 
and called it "the most satisfactory and rapid way to commence the process of 
ushering in more efficient use of the radio spectrum”. 

SEA Inc., one of the two major manufoctures of amplitude compandored single 
sideband rodios, proised the UPS effort as a "good starting point” for 
establishing service rules and said it focused on broad technical objectives, 

The company did say, however, that UPS’s proposed emission mask is too 
restrictive, and ao more relaxed mask is more in line with current equipment 
design and cost ond would still provide adjacent channel interference 
protection. 

UPS, urging the commission to move ahead swiftly toward adoption of 
220-222nNHz service rules, stated "delay would only disserve the public 

nterest by adverely affecting U.S. trade, by postponing development of more 
u€ficient uses of the radio spectrum by American business, and by 
discouraging additionol, and even continusd interest and finonciol investment 
in development of marrowband technologies”.
